Sir: — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Insurance  for  the  year  1921,  with  accompanying  reports  respecting  the  various 
organizations  constituted,  or  registered  to  undertake  contracts  of  insurance,  indem- 
nity or  guarantee  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  This  report  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer  early  in  1921,  but  its  issue  was  delayed  by  the  strike  in  the  printing 
trade.    The  delay  is  no  fault  of  your  Department. 

Form  and  Arrangement  of  Report. 

The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  distinguishes  the  following  divisions  of  insurers:  — 

A.  Registered  Dominion  Licensees:  Being  Insurance  Corporations,  Companies,  or 
underwriters  operating  under,  or  by  virtue  of  the  Insurance  Act  of  Canada,  and  regis- 
tered by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  for  the  transaction  of  insurance  in  the  Province. 

B.  Provincial  Licensees:  Being  Insurance  companies  licensed,  inspected  and  reg- 
istered by  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the  transaction  of  insurance  therein. 

Of  these  divisions  only  the  companies  comprised  in  division  B.  (Provincial  Li- 
censees) are  inspected  by  the  Province.  They  are  here  reported  upon  in  the  usual 
form  and  with  the  usual  financial  details  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Ontario 
Insurance  Act. 

All  of  the  companies  in  division  A,  except  Ocean  and  Inland  Marine  companies 
make  financial  statements  annually  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada;  and  those  statements, 
as  revised  by  the  Dominion  Superintendent  are  to  be  found  in  the  Superintendent's 
detailed  Annual  Report,  published  by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Insurance.  The 
Balance  Sheets  printed  here  under  division  A,  are  limited  to  those  of  Ocean  and 
Inland  Marine  companies. 

The  statements  have  been  arranged  alphabetically  in  the  two  divisions  mentioned. 

Forms  of  Annual  Return  to  Department. 

In  the  report  of  last  year,  reference  was  made  to  impending  changes  in  the 
form  of  Annual  Statement  required  from  insurance  companies.  The  work  in  the 
revision  of  these  forms  has  not  yet  been  completed.  The  Department  is  co-operating 
with  the  Insurance  Departments  of  the  other  Provinces  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  a 
uniform  form  of  return  to  all  the  Provincial  Departments. 

Insurance  Companies  Newly  Incorporated. 

Since  last  report,  the  following  insurance  companies  have  been  incorporated  by 
Letters  Patent,  pursuant  to  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act:  The  Hand  in  Hand  Insur- 
ance Company:  This  was  the  conversion  of  The  Hand  in  Hand  Insurance  Company, 
Mutual  and  Stock,  into  a  Joint  Stock  Company.  The  company  also  took  over  the 
business  of  the  Millers  and  Manufacturers  Insurance  Company,  Mutual  and  Stock 
and  the  Fire  Insurance  Exchange  Corporation,  Stock  and  Mutual.  The  licenses  of 
the  two  last  named  companies  have  expired.  The  Toronto  Casualty  and  Marine  Com- 
pany was  incorporated  to  undertake  marine  and  casualty  lines  of  insurance  and  to 
this  Fire  insurance  was  added  subsequently  and  the  name  changed  to  Toronto  Fire, 
Casualty  and  Marine  Insurance  Company.  The  Re-insurance  Company  of  Canada  was 
incorporated  to  undertake  contracts  of  re-insurance  only  of  Life  insurance,  and 
Accident  and  Sickness  insurance.  The  Commonwealth  Life  and  Accident  Insurance 
Company,  has  been  incorporated  to  undertake  the  business  of  Life  Insurance  and 
Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance. 

Legislation. 

The  only  insurance  legislation  passed  at  the  1921  session  of  the  Legislature  was 
an  Act  to  amend  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act  relating  to  Fraternal  Societies.  This  is 
referred  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies. 

At  the  1921  session,  however,  a  Select  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  was  appointed 
to  sit  during  the  recess,  to  consider  and  report  on  the  recommendations  of  The  Ontario 
Insurance  Commission  (The  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Masten),  a  proposed  revision 
and  consolidation  of  Ontario  Insurance  law  to  be  submitted  by  the  Department  of 
Insurance,  any  other  suggested  amendments,  and  generally  to  consider  and  recommend 
to  the  House  what,  if  any,  amendments  should  be  made  to  the  law  relating  to 
Insurance.   The  Report  of  this  Select  Committee  is  printed  in  the  Votes  and  Proceedings 
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of  the  .Legislative  Assemuiy  ror  tne  21st  of  February,  1922,  and  a  copy,  thereof,  is 
printed  as  an  appendix  to  this  Report.  In  that  report  will  be  found  important  obser- 
vations on  the  subject  of  fire  insurance  costs  in  Ontario,  as  well  as  certain  notes  in 
reference  to  the  legislation  which  was  recommended  to  the  Legislature  and  considered 
at  the  session  of  1922. 

As  a  result  of  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee  important  legislation  was 
enacted  by  this  present  session  and  is  embodied  in  The  Ontario  Insurance  Amendment 
Act  1922.  The  following  headings  give  a  resume  of  the  subjects  dealt  with  in  this 
statute: 

Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance. 

Section  12  of  the  Act  prescribes  statutory  conditions  to  be  included  in  every  policy 
of  Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance  issued  in  Ontario.  In  general  the  form  of  the 
Act  follows  the  precedent  of  the  Dominion  statute.  The  important  difference  is  in  the 
matter  of  form.  The  Dominion  Act  requires  only  the  substance  of  its  provisions  to  be 
included  in  policies.  The  Ontario  Act  requires  the  exact  words  to  be  used.  There 
are  a  number  of  details  in  which  the  Act  differs  from  the  Dominion  statute.  These 
have  to  do  principally  with  the  matter  of  notice  of  claim  and  termination  of  the 
contract.  The  Ontario  Act  is  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  that  approved  at  the 
Quebec  Conference  of  Superintendents  of  Insurance  and  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that 
it  will  be  adopted  in  identical  form  by  the  other  Provinces  of  Canada.  This  part  of 
the  Act  comes  into  force  upon  proclamation  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor-in-Council. 

Automobile  Statutory  Conditions. 

Section  14  of  the  Act  prescribes  for  the  first  time,  statutory  conditions  for  Auto- 
mobile Insurance  policies.  In  general  these  conditions  follow  the  principles  established 
by  the  Ontario  statutory  fire  conditions.  An  outstanding  departure  is  the  requirement 
that  application  for  an  automobile  policy  must  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
assured  or  by  the  agent  of  the  assured,  duly  authorized  in  writing  for  that  purpose. 
This  provision  is  chiefly  due  to  the  suggestion  of  The  Ontario  Motor  League  and  it 
was  made  in  the  expectation  that  the  requirement  of  a  written  application  would 
enable  the  elimination  of  some  of  the  moral  hazard  of  automobile  insurance  and  thus 
enable  the  reduction  in  cost  of  automobile  insurance  by  reduction  of  the  losses  ex- 
perienced by  the  companies.  It  remains  to  be  seen  just  what  will  be  the  effect  of 
the  condition.  The  statutory  conditions  also  include  provision  for  appraisal  in  the 
event  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  amount  of  the  loss  or  the  adequacy  of  repairs  under  the 
policy  and  the  Act  provides  that  in  the  event  of  such  a  dispute  no  action  shall  be 
brought  to  recover  the  amount  secured  by  the  policy  until  the  award  of  the  appraisers 
has  been  rendered  in  accordance  therewith.  In  any  such  action  the  award  of  the 
appraisers  is  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  amount  of  the  loss  or  the  adequacy  of 
the  repairs.    This  part  of  the  Act  comes  into  force  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1923. 

Regulation  of  Insurance  Agents,  Brokers  and  Adjusters. 

The  Act  has  dealt  very  fully  with  the  matter  of  licenses  of  Insurance  agents, 
brokers  and  adjusters  It  carries  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  that  there 
should  be  a  close  supervision  of  the  applications  for  licenses  of  this  kind  with  the 
intention  of  issuing  licenses  only  to  those  applicants  who  are  bona-fide  insurance 
agents,  brokers  pr  adjusters  and  intend  to  hold  themselves  out  publicly  and  carry 
on  business  in  good'  faith  as  such.  Adequate  authority  is  also  provided  for  the  refusal 
of  licenses  or  the  cancellation  of  existing  licenses  in  proper  cases.  There  is  provision 
for  the  reference  of  any  dispute  in  this  connection  to  a  Board  of  Enquiry  to  be  named 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  consisting  of  a  representative  of  the  insurers,  a 
representative  of  insurance  agents  and  representative  of  the  Department.  The  decision 
of  the  Superintendent  made  on  the  advice  of  this  Board  is  conclusive.  The  classes  of 
insurance  agents  are  reduced  from  the  three  formerly  designated  to  two,  namely; 
Life  and  Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance  Agents  and  Agents  of  all  Other  Classes. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  issue  of  licenses  to  partnerships  and  corporations  subject 
to  the  individual  qualification  of  those  individuals  on  whose  behalf  the  license  is  issued. 

Rates  and  Rating  Bureaus. 

Recommendations  of  the  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Masten,  Insurance  Commissioner, 
for  the  supervision  of  Insurance  Rates  and  Rate  making  in  Ontario  were  adopted 
by  the  Committee  and  the  Legislature  and  are  now  found  in  Section  17  of  the  Bill 
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as  Part  VI  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act.  The  Act  provides  for  the  registration  of  all 
Rating  Bureaus  which  fix  or  promulgate  insurance  rates  in  Ontario  by  agreement 
among  the  members  of  the  bureau.  Copies  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the 
bureau  and  lists  of  members  and  their  addresses  are  required  to  be  filed  with  the 
Superintendent.  Discrimination  in  rates  between  risks  of  essentially  the  same  hazard 
is  prohibited.  Authority  is  given  to  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  to  review  a 
particular  rate  upon  complaint  by  an  insured  that  discrimination  exists,  with  authority 
to  the  Superintendent  to  issue  an  order  prohibiting  the  rate  if  he  finds  discrimination 
to  exist.  Authority  is  also  given  to  the  Superintendent  to  examine  the  books  and 
affairs  of  any  Rating  Bureau  relating  to  the  schedules  of  rates  fixed  thereby  and  a 
general  power  is  conferred  under  which  he  may  enquire  into  any  question  of  general 
public  interest  arising  out  of  any  insurance  contract. 

Recoeds  and  Retukns  of  Fire  Insurance  Companies. 

By  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the  Act,  every  registered  insurance  corporation 
which  carries  on  in  Ontario  the  business  of  fire  insurance,  is  required  to  keep  at  its 
principal  office  in  Ontario  a  record  of  the  premium  income  of  the  corporation  derived 
from  risks  located  in  Ontario  and  all  claims  paid  in  respect  of  such  risks  so  as  to 
show  at  any  time  the  experience  of  the  corporation  according  to  a  classification  of 
such  risks  prescribed  by  the  Superintendent.  An  annual  report  is  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Superintendent  showing  the  experience  of  the  companies  as  to  premium 
income  and  losses  for  each  calendar  year.  It  is  expected  that  these  reports  will  throw 
a  very  useful  light  upon  the  fire  insurance  rates  fixed  by  the  Rating  Bureaus  in  Ontario. 

Underwriters'  Agencies. 

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  law  as  to  Underwriters'  Agencies  by 
which  the  policies  issued  are  required  to  bear  upon  their  face,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  insurer  in  a  prominent  and  conspicuous  manner  and  the  name  of  the  Under- 
writers' Agency  must  not  appear  thereon  except  as  a  countersignature  to  the  policy. 
This  will  make  necessary  the  re-arrangement  of  the  policy  forms  used  by  some  Under- 
writers' Agencies  which  have  heretofore  effectively  concealed  the  identity  of  the 
insurer  under  the  policy. 

Lite  Insurance  Reserves. 

An  important  change  is  made  by  Section  8  in  the  basis  of  valuation  of  Life 
Insurance  contracts  by  companies  incorporated  and  licensed  under  the  law  of  Ontario. 
The  basis  of  valuation  has  formerly  been  the  Hm.  table  of  the  Institute  ol  Actuaries 
and  a  rate  of  interest  of  4y2  per  cent,  per  annum.  For  this  has  now  been  substituted 
the  British  Offices  Life  Tables,  1893  0m.(5)  and  an  interest  rate  of  3y2  per  cent,  per 
annum,  subject  to  allowance  in  the  first  nine  years  of  the  policy  as  set  forth  in  the 
Act,  this  allowance  being  decreased  yearly  after  the  first  policy  year  by  an  amount  to 
bring  the  valuation  of  the  policy  up  to  the  full  standard  at  the  end  of  the  10th  policy 
year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  basis  of  valuation  as  to  mortality  and  interest  is 
identical  with  that  provided  by  the  Dominion  Act  with  certain  variations  in  the 
matter  of  the  allowance  and  the  term  of  deduction. 

Old  Age  Insurance. 

Another  provision  of  the  Act  found  in  Section  4  clears  the  way  for  the  issue  of 
Old  Age  Insurance  contracts  by  duly  registered  Fraternal  Societies  which  have 
established  acceptable  standards  of  actuarial  solvency. 

Mortgagees  Acting  as  Insurance  Agents. 

A  new  and  important  provision  is  contained  in  Section  13  which  provides  that  a 
mortgagee  shall  not  accept  or  be  entitled  to  receive  either  directly  or  indirectly  any 
commission  or  other  remuneration  in  consideration  of  effecting  a  contract  of  insur- 
ance, or  renewal  thereof  under  which  contract  loss,  if  any,  is  payable  to  him  •  as 
mortgagee. 

Reciprocal  or  Inter-insurance. 

Another  addition  to  the  legisltion  above  mentioned  is  an  Act  which  was  passed 
respecting  Reciprocal  or  Inter-Insurance  providing  for  the  organization  and  licens- 
ing of  Reciprocal  or  Inter-Insurance  Exchanges.  This  Act  was  the  subject  of  a 
good  deal  of  controversy  which  centred  particularly  upon  two  considerations:  first, 
the  question  of  the  constitutional  right  of  the  Province  to  deal  with  the  subject 
in  view  of  existing  Dominion  legislation  and,  second,  the    wisdom    of    requiring  a 
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deposit  with  the  Department  of  securities  for  the  protection  of  members  of  the  ex- 
changes resident  in  Ontario.  The  Act  as  finally  passed  did  not  contain  a  deposit 
requirement,  the  representation  of  those  concerned  in  Reciprocal  Insurance  being 
accepted  by  the  Legislature  that  such  a  deposit  requirement  was  inconsistent  with 
the  method  of  operation  of  these  exchanges.  As  to  the  constitutional  question,  it 
was  decided  that  this  should  be  submitted  to  the  courts  for  determination  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitutional  Questions  Act,  (R.S.O.  1914,  Chapter  85).  This 
reference  has  been  duly  undertaken.  The  Act  is  to  be  brought  into  force  upon  proclam- 
ation by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

General  Revision  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act. 

The  legislation  above  mentioned  has  dealt  with  nearly  all  the  new  material  which 
was  recommended  to  the  Select  Committee  for  consideration  in  the  general  revision 
of  the  Act.  There  remains,  however,  the  review  of  the  most  important  sections  of 
the  Act  relating  to  Life  Insurance  and  Fire  Insurance  and  the  general  provisions 
applicable  to  all  insurers  and  insurance  contracts.  The  two  parts  first  named,  have 
been  for  some  months  under  consideration  by  the  commissioners  on  Uniformity  of 
Legislation  in  the  Provinces  of  Canada  and  the  Associated  Superintendents  of  Insur- 
ance of  the  Provinces  of  Canada  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  put  in  such  form  that 
they  can  be  readily  adopted  by  the  Legislatures  of  all  Provinces.  Both  of  these  bodies 
meet  in  Victoria  B.C.,  in  August  of  the  present  year  and  it  is  the  hope  of  all  con- 
cerned that  these  Conferences  will  complete  the  consideration  of  these  Parts  of  the 
Act  and  enable  the  submission  of  the  Consolidated  and  revised  Act  to  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature. 

Fire  Insurance  Agents'  Commissions. 

This  subject,  referred  to  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  discussed  by  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  Legislature.  Their  conclusion  was  stated  in  a  communication 
addressed  to  the  Associated  Fire  Insurance  companies  calling  the  attention  of  the 
companies  to  the  anomalies  and  abuses  of  the  present  system  with  a  request  that 
it  be  further  considered  by  the  companies  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  a  remedy 
could  not  be  found  apart  from  legislation. 

Appendices. 

The  undersigned  had  the  honour  to  be  invited  to  attend  and  address  the  national 
Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners  of  the  United  States  which  met  at  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  in  September,  1921.  The  subject  of  that  address  was  "Insurance 
Supervision  in  Canada"  and,  inasmuch  as  it  collates  some  useful  historical  inform- 
ation and  an  analysis  of  the  constitutional  position  of  Dominion  and  Provinces 
touching  this  matter,  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  print  the  address  as  Appendix  A 
to  this  Report. 

The  Ontario  Insurance  Amendment  Act,  1922,  referred  to  above,  is  also  printed 
as  Appendix  B  to  this  Report.

— Reports  heretofore  made  respecting  such  companies  described  fully  their 
mode  and  place  of  incorporation;  their  statutory  powers,  duties,  rights,  and  obliga- 
tions; their  internal  organization;  the  relation  of  the  members  inter  se;  the  liabilities 
of  the  members  to  the  creditors  of  the  Company;  the  kind  or  kinds  of  insurance  for 
which  the  Company  is  registered  in  Ontario;  and  the  extent  to  which  assets  of  the 
Company  have  been  deposited  in  various  countries  as  special  security  for  the  policy- 
holders of  those  several  countries.  In  the  present  report,  except  in  the  case  of  new 
admissions  to  registry,  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  set  out  all  of  these 
details.  Where  any  change  has  occurred  in  the  Company's  powers  or  status,  of  which 
the  Department  of  Insurance  has  had  notice,  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  change  are 
indicated. 

All  the  Companies  in  Division  A,  except  Ocean  Marine  Companies  and  (since  4th 
May,  1910,  Inland  Marine  Companies,  7-8  George  V,  1917,  c.  29  (D)  ),  make  financial 
statements  annually  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada;  and  those  statements,  as  revised  by 
the  Dominion  Superintendent,  can  be  found  in  the  Superintendent's  Annual.  Report 
The  balance  sheets,  therefore,  printed  here,  under  Division  A,  are  limited  to  those  of 
Ocean  and  Inland  Marine  Companies. 

The  deposits  of  Companies  in  this  division  have  been  revised  up  to  the  1st  April,

INSURANCE  SUPERVISION  IN  CANADA 

An  Address  given  before  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  27th  September,  1921  by 

V.  EVAN  GRAY,  M.  A.,  LL.B. 
Superintendent  of  Insurance,  Ontario 


After  some  brief  introductory  remarks,  Mr.  Gray  said: 
"I  have  the  honour  to  represent  today  an  Association  of  a  somewhat  similar 
character  to  your  own,  known  as  the  Association  of  Superintendents  of  In- 
surance of  the  Provinces  of  Canada.  If  imitation  is  the  sincerest  flattery,  a 
description  of  the  organization  and  functions  of  that  Association,  would  be  the 
highest  compliment  I  could  pay  you,  for  both  its  organization  and  its  purposes 
are  moulded  after  your  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners. 
We  have  not  yet  that  enviable  record  of  accomplishment  which  the  history 
of  your  convention  shows,  but  that  is,  we  believe,  because  of  the  comparative 
newness  of  our  Association  rather  than  through  any  lack  of  intention  or  capa- 
city to  achieve. 

"We,  in  Canada,  have  been  greatly  impressed  by  the  effectiveness  with  which 
your  convention  has  functioned  and  with  the  results  which  you  have  achieved. 
We  would  expect  your  work  to  be  handicapped  by  the  constantly  changing 
personnel  of  your  convention,  by  the  large  number  of  individual  units  which 
are  represented  here  and  by  the  immense  distances  which  many  must  travel 
to  attend  your  conferences.  Nevertheless,  you  have  accomplished  much  in 
securing  increased  efficiency  in  insurance  supervision  and  uniformity  in  law 
and  regulation  in  your  individual  States,  which  those  who  engaged  in  the 
business  of  insurance  in  the  United  States  before  the  initiation  of  the  Con- 
vention's programme  would  have  declared  impossible. 

Influence  of  United  States  Conditions 
"It  is  not  strange  that  Insurance  Superintendents  in  Canada  should  find 
much  in  your  experience  which  is  similar  to  the  conditions  which  they  meet 
in  their  own.  A  moment's  reflection  reminds  us  that  the  general  conditions 
which  the  insurance  business  has  to  meet  in  Canada  are  very  similar  to  those 
in  your  own  country,  territorially,  economically,  and  personally.  The  same 
insurers  serve  our  people.  Out  of  260  insurers  registered  in  the  Dominion  for 
the  transaction  of  business  throughout  Canada,  that  is  to  say,  in  more  than 
one  province,  114  are  companies  whose  Head  Offices  are  situate  in  the  United 
States.  Naturally  the  organization  of  the  business  of  these  insurers  is  largely 
similar  to  that  of  the  organization  of  the  same  insurers  in  the  United  States; 
almost  necessarily  therefore  our  modes  of  doing  business  have  adapted  them- 
selves to  yours. 

British  Influence 
"While  I  admit  the  tremendous  influence  on  the  business  which  has  been 
exercised  by  conditions  in  the  United  States,  I  do  not  intend  to  minimize  the 
effect  of  that  other  great  stream  of  influence  which  has  come  from  Great  Britain. 
We  are  drawn  to  the  Old  Land  by  ties  whose  number  and  strength  I  cannot 
expect  to  fully  represent  to  you.    The  old  dictum  that  there  is  no  sentiment  in 
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business  has  been  discountenanced  and  disproved  past  all  currency,  and  what- 
ever the  influence  of  physical  position  or  economic  condition  it  must  take  second 
place  to  the  greater  influence  of  history  and  kinship.  Co-related  to  the  fact 
of  the  large  proportion  of  United  States  companies  which  operate  in  Canada 
is  the  fact  that  of  the  total  of  260  companies  which  I  mentioned,  65  have  their 
chief  offices  in  Great  Britain.  These  with  a  history  going  far  back  even  beyond 
that  of  the  United  States  Companies,  with  an  unequalled  world-wide  exper- 
ience, were  bound  to  greatly  affect  Canadian  conditions. 

Effect  on  Supervision  in  Canada 

"In  so  far  as  Insurance  supervision  is  concerned,  these  two  streams  of  in- 
fluence of  which  I  have  been  speaking  were  of  very  definite  and  different 
characters.  In  Great  Britain  as  you  know,  there  is  exceedingly  little  govern- 
mental intervention  or  supervision  of  insurance  business.  The  watch- 
words of  legislators  have  been  publicity  in  the  affairs  and  busin- 
ess of  the  companies,  but  freedom  from  legislative  interference  or  re- 
straint. On  the  other  hand,  in  the  United  States,  I  venture  to  say  that  there 
has  been  an  exceedingly  great  intervention  in  and  supervision  of  the  business  of 
insurance  by  governments  and  the  watchword  of  the  legislators  of  this 
country  has  apparently  been  "Regulation  by  Legislation."  Nothing  could 
happen  at  the  confluence  of  these  two  streams  in  Canada  other  than  a  middle 
policy  of  publicity,  supervision,  regulation,  and  reasonable  freedom.  Certain- 
ly we  have  departed  a  long  way  from  the  British  precedent  by  effecting  a  very 
considerable  supervision  and  regulation,  but  I  think  we  are  also  somewhat 
apart  from  your  principles  and  practice  in  that  the  development  of  the  business 
itself  is  always  in  advance  of  the  regulating  legislation.  I  venture  to  think 
that  in  Canada  our  insurers  have  been  given  a  freer  rein  in  the  development 
and  extension  of  their  business  than  has  been  allowed  under  your  laws.  For 
example,  we  have  nothing  in  Canada  similar  to  the  legislative  requirement  in 
some  States  that  insurance  companies  may  not  invest  in  the  shares  of  other 
corporations  and  must  dispose  of  all  such  shares  previously  acquired  within  a 
limited  time;  or  a  requirement  that  a  company  cannot  insure  an  automobile 
under  one  policy  against  fire  and  public  liability,  or  that  an  insurance  company 
may  not  hold  the  shares  of  another  insurance  company. 

"Of  course  I  realize  the  danger  of  generalizations  on  such  wide  subjects  as 
these,  and  offer  these  observations  with  due  regard  for  the  many  exceptions  to  all 
such  rules. 

Federal  and  Provincial  Authority  in  Insurance  Supervision 
"If  I  am  to  give  you  a  birds-eye  view  of  Insurance  supervision  in  Canada 
I  must  mention  in  the  very  beginning,  the  fact  of  the  dual  authority,  federal 
and  provincial,  in  regard  to  insurance  matters.  I  shall  assume,  too,  that  you 
are  interested  in  this  phase  of  the  Canadian  experience  because  it  may  have  a 
bearing  upon  your  own  problem  or  if  not  a  problem — your  own  discussion  of 
the  merits  of  federal  vs.  state  regulation  of  insurance. 

"My  only  method  of  giving  you  a  fair  view  of  the  situation  in  Canada,  is 
to  treat  it  historically  to  show  the  circumstances  that  have  contributed  to  the 
present  situation. 

"You  know  that  the  Dominion  of  Canada  as  a  confederation  of  provinces 
was  born  in  the  year  1867  and  that  before  that  time  there  were  independent 
provinces  in  Eastern  Canada  and  Central  Canada,  an  immense  stretch  of  un- 
developed country  known  as  the  North  West  Territories  and  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  in  the  far  west.  In  each  of  the  organized  jurisdictions 
there  was  of  course  a  development  of  the  insurance  business  and  of  insurance 
law.  Insurance  corporations  were  constituted  by  these  laws  for  the  conduct 
of  the  business  in  the  Province.  Some  of  our  present  insurance  corporations 
were  chartered  in  those  early  days,  notably  the  British  America  Assurance 
Company,  which  operates  at  the  present  day,  not  only  in  Canada,  but  also  in 
the  United  States.    Thus,  when  the  Dominion  of  Canada  was  constituted 
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m  1867  by  what  is  known  as  the  Act  of  British  North  America,  there  were  al- 
ready in  existence  insurance  corporations  and  insurance  laws  in  the  various 
Provinces  of  Canada. 

"The  British  North  America  Act,  which  is  to  us  what  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  is  to  your  country,  makes  no  specific  reference  to  insurance. 
It  did,  however,  delegate  to  the  provinces  certain  exclusive  legislative  authori- 
ties on  some  subjects  and  to  the  Dominion  Parliament  exclusive  legislative 
authority  on  others,  and  it  has  been  ever  since  then  a  fairly  constant  duty  of 
the  courts  to  ascertain  within  which  class  of  enumerated  subjects,  many  sub- 
jects which  were  not  specifically  mentioned  should  lie.  Those  which  touch 
the  subject  of  insurance  most  closely  are  the  delegation  to  the  provinces  of 
authority,  in  regard  to  'property  and  civil  rights  in  the  province',  the  'incorpora- 
tion of  companies  with  provincial  objects/  and'  shops,  saloon,  auctioneer  and 
other  licenses  in  order  to  the  raising  of  a  revenue  for  provincial  or  local  munici- 
pal purposes.'  To  the  Dominion,  on  the  other  hand,  was  delegated  legislative 
authority  in  regard  to  'the  regulation  of  trade  and  commerce'  and  'laws  for 
the  peace,  order  and  good  government  of  Canada  in  relation  to  all  matters 
not  coming  within  the  classes  of  subjects  assigned  exclusively  to  the  legis- 
latures of  the  provinces.'  I  shall  mention  the  interpretation  placed  by  the 
courts  on  these  words  at  a  little  later  stage,  but  first  tell  you  just  how  the  Fedreal 
authority  first  interested  itself  in  the  subject  matter  of  insurance. 

Historical  Sketch  of  Dominion  Insurance  Legislation 
"In  1868  an  Act  was  presented  to  and  passed,  by  the  First  Parliament  of 
Canada,  relating  to  insurance,  which  provided  among  other  things,  that  no  in- 
surance company  should  carry  on  business  in  Canada,  without  receiving  a 
license  from  the  Minister  of  Finance  unless  transacting  exclusively  Ocean 
Marine  Insurance.  A  subsequent  section  provided  that  the  Act  should  not 
apply  to  any  insurance  company  incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated,  by  the 
legislatures  of  the  provinces,  so  long  as  it  shall  not  carry  on  business  within 
the  Dominion,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  province  which  created  it.  This  Act 
provided  that  every  Company  required  to  be  licensed  should  deposit  with  the 
Minister  of  Finance  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $50,000,  which  amount  should  be 
increased  in  proportion  to  its  premium  income  in  Canada  until  the  deposit 
became  equal  in  each  case  to  $100,000.  It  was  declared  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  Minister  of  Finance  forthwith  to  invest  the  amount  of  such  deposits  in  se- 
curities of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  in  trust  for  the  company  making  the 
deposit.  Certain  rudimentary  forms  of  annual  statement  were  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Minister.  The  deposits  were  in  the  case  of  joint  stock  compan- 
ies, to  be  held  for  the  security  of  policy  holders  in  Canada,  but  in  regard  to 
British  or  foreign  companies,  acting  on  the  mutual  principle  in  such  wise  as 
to  be  unable  to  legally  make  a  deposit  under  the  Act  by  way  of  special  secur- 
ity for  policy  holders  in  Canada,  the  deposit  might  be  specified  to  be  for  the 
general  benefit  of  its  members. 

"In  the  discussion  of  this  Bill,  it  was  alleged  by  the  Opposition  and  denied  by 
the  Government  that  the  whole  purpose  of  the  Act  was  to  secure  money  for 
the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Dominion  and  that  in  essence  the  statute 
was  in  effect  nothing  other  than  a  forced  loan  from  insurance  companies. 
The  need  for  moneys  was  of  course  evident  because  the  Dominion  had  been 
newly  constituted,  and  when  I  tell  you  that  in  the  first  year  of  operation  of 
the  Act  the  insurance  companies  paid  in  $1,800,000  out  of  a  total  revenue 
of  only  $14,000,000,  and  in  the  next  year  $2,650,000,  out  of  a  total  revenue  of 
$15,500,000,  you  will  realize  that  from  a  revenue  standpoint  the  measure  really 
was  a  most  important  one.  The  moneys  received  therefore  by  way  of  deposit 
from  the  insurance  companies,  were  in  fact  used  to  tide  the  Government 
over  for  the  first  years  of  its  existence. 

"Upon  the  discussion  of  that  Bill  in.  Parliament  it  was  repeatedly  urged 
that  the  regulation  of  insurance  was  a  matter  within  the  exclusive  control  of 
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the  provincial  legislatures  and  to  this  assertion  no  official  Government  denial 
was  made.  When  the  crucial  vote  in  the  House  was  taken  there  was  moved 
by  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  Mr.  Alexander  MacKenzie,  and  seconded 
by  his  chief  lieutenant,  Mr.  Edward  Blake,  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that 
it  be  resolved  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  the  regulation  of  insurance 
companies  is  a  subject  properly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  provincial  legis- 
latures. Upon  the  question  being  put,  the  House  divided  strictly  according 
to  party  lines,  and  the  Government  of  the  day  forced  the  enactment  of  the 
measure. 

"I  do  not  intend  to  follow  the  subsequent  history  of  the  development 
of  insurance  legislation  with  the  same  particularity  with  which  I  have  described 
this  initial  measure.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  say  that,  following  this  initial 
adventure  into  the  field  of  regulation  of  insurance  business,  there  followed 
in  subsequent  years  a  gradual  extension  of  that  regulation  and  supervision. 

"In  1875  it  was  enacted  that  'for  the  efficient  administration  of  the  in- 
surance business  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  to  enforce  strictly  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  with  the  necessary  details  resulting  therefrom,  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  may  appoint  an  officer  to  be  called  the  Superintendent  of 
Insurance,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  examine  and  report  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  from  time  to  time  upon  all  matters  connected  with  insurance.'  Follow- 
ing this  Act  there  was  established  the  Dominion  Department  of  Insurance.  This 
could  have  only  one  result,  namely,  the  extension  of  federal  supervision  and 
regulation  of  insurance  companies  generally. 

Basis  of  Dominion  Authority 
"You  will  wonder,  of  course,  that  the  federal  authority  so  exercised  was 
not  directly  challenged  by  the  provinces.  I  shall  explain  later  that  in  some 
aspects  it  was  frequently  challenged,  but  in  so  far  as  authority  over  Dominion 
incorporated  insurance  companies  was  concerned  the  Act  had  a  very  ingenious 
basis,  which  was  explained  by  Sir  George  Foster,  then  Minister  of  Finance  for 
Canada  in  the  House  in  1895  in  answer  to  an  objection  that  federal  authority 
was  being  extended  beyond  its  proper  limits  by  enactments  and  regulations 
relating  to  insurance.  In  answer  to  an  objector,  Sir  George,  then  Mr.  Foster, 
said,  I  think  my  Honourable  friend  does  not  understand  the  measure.  There 
is  already  an  Insurance  Act  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  any 
company  asking  to  come  under  the  provisions  of  that  Act  and  to  exercise  the 
right  of  insuring  in  our  country  under  that  Act  must  submit  to  its  conditions. 
An  insurance  compariy  can  be  incorporated  in  say,  Ontario,  and  confine  its 
business  to  that  Province,  without  coming  under  these  provisions  of  the  Act 
in  this  regard,  but  if  it  makes  application  to  do  business  throughout  the  Domin- 
ion and  wishes  to  come  under  this  Act,  it  must  comply  with  the  conditions, 
and  make  a  deposit  of  $50,000,  but  no  company  need  do  this  unless  it  likes. 
Thus  the  basis  of  federal  authority  in  insurance  matters  is  in  fact  the  volun- 
tary submission  of  insurance  companies  to  its  provisions  when  they  apply  to 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  for  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  the  Dominion 
Act  and  the  sanction  imposed  to  make  its- provisions  effective  is  the  withdrawal 
of  the  license. 

"Let  me  interpolate  here  that  it  was  at  a  later  date  determined  by  the 
Courts  in  the  case  of  Bonanza  Creek  Gold  Mining  Co.,  vs.  The  King,  that 
provincially  incorpoiated  companies  might  carry  on  business  outside  the 
province  of  incorporation  without  any  Dominion  license.  Sir  George 
Foster  was  therefore  mistaken,  or  rather  the  Courts  subsequently  differed 
from  him,  in  suggesting  that  the  capacity  of  provincial  insurance  compan- 
ies was  territorially  limited  to  the  province  of  their  incorporation. 

Insurance  Reference  1916 
"A  check  or  reverse  to  this  policy  of  extension  of  federal^  authority  with 
regard  to  insurance  was  met  by  the  Dominion  when  the  constitutionality  of  its 
Act  was  challenged  and  a  reference  of  certain  constitutional  questions  to  the 
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Privy  Council  in  England,  the  highest  court  in  the  Empire,  was  taken.  This 
reference  was  disposed  of  in  1916  by  a  judgment  declaring  the  two  sections 
of  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  most  important  from  a  constitutional  aspect, 
to  be  unconstitutional,  viz.  sections  prohibiting  the  business  of  insurance 
by  corporations  other  than  those  licensed  by  the  Dominion  and  the  section 
prescribing  penalties  for  violations  of  the  Act.  The  Court  used  very  positive 
words  to  the  effect  that  a  provision  prohibiting,  under  penalty,  any  person  or 
corporation  from  engaging  in  insurance  business  unless  it  be  done  by  or  on 
behalf  of  a  company  of  underwriters  holding  a  license  from  the  Minister  de- 
prives private  individuals  of  their  liberty  to  carry  on  the  business  of  insurance 
and  is  an  interference  with  the  civil  rights  of  individuals  and  corporations  as 
well  as  an  encroachment  upon  the  legislative  powers  of  provinces  to  confer 
such  rights  upon  corporations  beyond  the  provincial  limits.  The  judgment 
further  states  that  the  power  of  the  Dominion  to  legislate  for  'The  regulation  of 
Trade  and  Commerce'  does  not  extend  to  the  regulation  of  a  particular  trade 
within  a  province  in  which  persons  would  otherwise  be  free  to  engage. 

'Their  Lordships  added  that  it  would  be  within  the  power  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada,  by  properly  framed  legislation  to  impose  the  necessity  of  a 
license  on  a  foreign  company  coming  into  any  Province  of  Canada  to  carry 
on  business,  this  power  being  incidental  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dominion 
in  respect  of  the  regulation  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and  the  Naturalization 
and  Aliens. 

Re-casting  of  Dominion  Act 

"Following  this  decision  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  was  re-cast  with  a 
view  to  maintaining  if  possible,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  insurance  Department 
as  it  had  been  before  the  decision.  The  penalty  provisions  which  had 
been  held  unconstitutional  were  transferred  to  the  Criminal  Code.  The 
amending  provisions  of  the  Insurance  Act,  were  so  drafted  as  to  invoke  as 
far  as  possible,  in  the  case  of  British  and  Foreign  companies,  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Dominion  over  Immigration  and  Naturalization  and  Aliens. 

"In  the  result  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  contains  such  astonishing 
provisions  as  these,  'It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  an  alien  whether  a  natural  per- 
son or  a  foreign  company  within  Canada  to  solicit  or  accept  any  risk  *  *  *  except 
under  license  from  the  Minister,'  and  'it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  British 
company  or  for  any  British  subject  not  resident  in  Canada  to  immigrate  into 
Canada  for  the  purpose  of  opening  or  establishing  any  office  or  agency  for 
the  transaction  of  any  business  of,  or  relating  to  insurance  *  *  *  *  unless  under 
a  license  from  the  Minister/ 

"Representing  one  of  the  provincial  departments,  I  naturally  hold  to  the 
provincial  view,  but  I  think  I  can  say  without  undue  bias  that  there  is  a  sub- 
stantial body  of  opinion  amongst  lawyers  in  Canada  in  support  of  the  view 
that  the  Act  as  amended  is  still  unconstitutional.  In  a  recent  case,  the  Privy 
Council  has  declared  that  'what  cannot  be  done  directly  cannot  be  done 
indirectly'  and  it  is  quite  arguable  and  is  in  fact  apparent  on  the  face  of  the 
new  Act  that  an  effort  has  been  made  to  avoid  the  result  of  the  decision  in  the 
insurance  reference. 

Provincial  Legislation  as  to  Contracts  of  Insurance 

"In  the  meantime,  as  might  be  expected,  the  provinces  have  not  been 
slow  to  maintain  their  own  claims  to  legislative  authority  on  the  same  subj  ect 
matter  and  as  the  business  of  insurance  developed  throughout  Canada  there 
were  developed  in  the  provinces,  Insurance  Acts  co-extensive  in  their  scope 
and  in  many  cases  similar  in  provisions  to  the  Dominion  Act  for  the  regulation 
of  the  business  in  the  provinces.  So,  in  each  province  you  will  find  complete 
provisions  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  companies  by  authority  of  the 
province  and  their  government  and  regulation,  together  with  elaborate  pro- 
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visions  specifically  relating  to  contracts  of  insurance,  their  form  and  incidents. 

"This  last  named  condition  suggests  another  important  development 
of  our  jurisprudence,  namely,  the  establishment  of  the  supremacy  of  the  law 
of  the  province  in  regard  to  contracts  of  insurance.  This  was  first  tested  by  an 
action  calling  in  question  the  validity  of  a  provincial  statute  which  required 
all  insurance  companies  carrying  on  the  business  of  fire  insurance  in  Ontario 
to  insert  in  their  policy  contracts  certain  statutory  terms  and  conditions, 
In  1881,  in  the  celebrated  case  of  Citizens  Insurance  Company  vs.  Parsons, 
the  Privy  Council  decided  that  the  enactment  of  this  Act  was  within  the 
authority  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  and  that  all  insurers  carrying  on  busi- 
ness in  the  Province  must  comply  with  its  requirements. 

Summary  of  Result  of  Decisions 
"To  sum  up  the  present  situation  with  regard  to  the  distribution  of  au- 
thority between  Federal  and  Provincial  Legislatures  in  insurance  matters,  I 
submit  the  following  as  a  fair  analysis:  (a)  Both  the  Dominion  and  the 
Province  have  jurisdiction  to  incorporate  insurance  companies  and  both  give 
to  such  corporations  the  capacity  to  extend  their  business  territorially  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  incorporating  authority  subject  to  the  law  of  the  jurisdiction 
into  which  that  business  may  be  extended,  (b )  Both  Dominion  and  Province 
have  exclusive  authority  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  their  respective  crea- 
tions in  so  far  as  their  capacities  are  concerned,  that  is  to  say,  their  powers  as 
the  final  persons,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  directors  and  management, 
the  rights  of  shareholders,  the  transfer  of  shares,  meetings  of  shareholders, 
card  other  similar  corporate  regulations,  (c)  The  conditions  of  insurance 
contracts  and  the  rights  of  the  parties  to  insurance  contracts  are  governed 
by  provincial  law. 

Comparison  of  Capacities  of  Dominion  and  Provincially 
Incorporated  Companies 
"When  the  inherent  capacities  of  a  Dominion  and  Provincially  incorporat- 
ed insurer  are  compared  the  following  appears  to  be  the  result  of  the  decisions: 
First,  outside  of  Canada ;  they  have  the  same  capacity  to  receive  from  another 
jurisdiction  the  right  to  carry  on  their  business  in  that  jurisdiction.  Second, 
within  Canada  and  outside  the  Province  of  incorporation  of  the  provincial 
company,  the  provincial  company  may  operate  with  the  consent  of  the  other 
province;  the  Dominion  company,  however,  has  an  inherent  capacity  to  carry 
on  its  business  throughout  Canada  of  which  it  cannot  be  deprived  by  provincial 
authority.  Third,  both  classes  of  insurers  are  equally  responsible  to  the  civil 
law  of  the  province  in  which  their  business  is  conducted  and  must  comply 
equally  with  the  requirements  of  the  provincial  law. 

Practical  Distribution  of  Authority 
"It  would  be  rather  difficult  to  indicate  exactly  what  effect  the  uncertainty 
of  the  law  and  duplication  of  authority  has  had  upon  the  insurance  business 
as  a  business.  In  recent  years  the  question  has  not  troubled  insurers  seriously 
because  there  has  been  a  kind  of  understanding  or  at  least  a  mutual  self- 
limitation  of  legislative  authority  to  fairly  well  defined  fields.  I  do  not  intend 
to  imply  that  the  Provincial  and  Dominion  authorities  sat  down  together  and 
agreed  to  de-limit  their  respective  fields  of  authority;  rather,  each  permitted 
the  other  to  exercise  authority  in  certain  recognized  fields  in  the  hope  that  it 
would  not  be  interfered  with  in  its  own  jurisdiction.  The  substance  of  this 
division  came  to  be  that  the  Dominion  was  allowed  to  enact  such  legislation 
and  make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  the  companies  which  sought  a  license 
from  Dominion  authority  as  they  saw  fit,  so  long  as  that  regulation  or  re- 
gulations did  not  encroach  upon  the  nature  of  the  contract  of  insurance  or 
the  rights  of  the  insured  under  such  contracts.  The  provincial  authority  on 
the  other  hand,  was  allowed  to  exercise  an  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  regard 
to  its  own  incorporations  and  to  deal  generally  with  the  subject  matter  of  the 
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insurance  contract  by  legislation  prescribing  statutory  conditions  for  fire 
insurance  policies,  the  rights  and  status  of  beneficiaries  under  contracts  of  life 
insurance,  and  other  matters  generally  incident  to  the  rights  at  law  of  the 
parties  to  the  contract  of  insurance. 

"In  so  far  as  departmental  supervision  is  concerned,  the  Dominion  De- 
partment has  without  challenge  from  the  Provinces,  dealt  with  matters  af- 
fecting the  corporate  capacity  of  companies  licensed  by  it  and  has  supervised 
by  its  departmental  organization,  the  financial  standing  and  solvency  of 
the  companies  licensed  by  it.  The  provincial  departments  have  without 
challenge  by  Dominion  authority  provided  for  matters  affecting  the  corporate 
capacity  of  insurers  incorporated  and  licensed  by  them  and  have  supervised  the 
financial  standing  and  solvency  of  provincial  licensees.  Furthermore,  the  prov- 
inces have  without  interference  by  the  Dominion  until  very  recently,  supervis- 
ed and  regulated  the  form  of  contract  issued  by  all  insurers  and  the  field 
work  of  the  insurers. 

"Under  this  arrangement,  there  has  bean  a  gradual  drifting  of  insurance 
companies  to  license  by  Dominion  authority.  The  Dominion  has  provided 
for  their  annual  inspection  in  the  manner  referred  to  elsewhere  and  the  pro- 
vinces have  accepted  the  financial  standing  and  solvency  of  Domini®n  licens- 
ed companies,  as  a  responsibility  of  the  Dominion  Department.  Local  com- 
panies whose  operations  were  confined  to  local  territory  naturally  maintained 
their  provincial  charters. 

"One  peculiar  feature  of  the  provincial  laws  which  has  probably  contribut- 
ed more  than  any  other  circumstance  to  this  result  is  the  fact  that  the  Provin- 
cial Acts  require  the  deposit  with  the  individual  departments  of  substantial 
sums  as  security  for  policy  holders  in  the  province  and  the  Dominion  com- 
panies have  been  exempted  from  this  provision.  The  result  is,  that  a 
provincially  incorporated  company  which  desired  to  do  business  in  all 
provinces  would  require  to  put  up  individual  amounts  in  each  province, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  several  times  the  amount  which  it  would 
require  to  deposit  under  a  Dominion  license.  For  example  an  Ontario  fire 
insurance  company  desiring  to  do  business  also  in  the  five  western  provinces, 
would  require  to  deposit  $120,000  in  securities  with  the  provincial  govern- 
ments while  the  Dominion  company  might  do  business  throughout  nine 
provinces  by  deposit  of  $50,000  at  Ottawa.  It  seems  likely  that  this  anomaly 
will  be  corrected  at  an  early  date. 

"Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  insurers  licensed  by  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  are  entitled  as  of  right  to  carry  on  business  in  the  Province  they  are 
required  by  every  Province  in  which  they  carry  on  business  to  be  registered 
or  secure  a  license  for  which  they  are  charged  annual  fees  varying  from  $150.00 
to  $300.00.  They  pay  a  tax  to  the  provinces  levied  upon  the  premium  income 
of  the  company  from  business  in  the  province.  They  are  also  required  to  file 
with  the  provincial  department  certain  statements  of  their  affairs  and  business 
which  vary  considerably  in  their  extent.  In  Ontario  practically  nothing  is 
required  from  Dominion  licensees  in  the  way  of  financial  statement.  Other 
provinces  require  details  to  be  given  of  the  business  of  the  company  within 
the  individual  province.  An  effort  is  now  being  made  by  the  superintendents 
of  insurance  to  secure  uniform  forms  of  return  by  Dominion  licensees.  These 
forms  will  probably  give  useful  details  of  income  and  expenditure  of  the  com- 
panies in  the  individual  provinces,  particulars  as  to  losses  paid,  claims  disputed 
and  so  forth.  The  draft  form  of  this  return  is  to  be  considered  by  the  Con- 
ference of  Superintendents  of  Insurance  which  meets  next  week  at  the  City  of 
Quebec. 

"I  must  not  take  up  too  much  of  your  time  in  a  discussion  of  this  single 
phase  of  insurance  supervision  in  Canada,  namely,  federal  and  provincial' 
problems  of  jurisdiction  but  I  have  been  tempted  to  give  you  an  insight  into 
conditions  in  Canada  in  this  connection  because  I  am  not  unaware  that  there 
are  still  in  the  United  States  many  persons  whose  opinions  are  worthy  of  re- 
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spect,  who  believe  that  federal  insurance  supervision  would  have  been  a  good 
thing  for  the  United  States,  if  it  had  been  inaugurated  in  the  early  days  of 
your  constitution  and  who  still  entertain  the  hope  that  the  time  may  yet 
come  when  a  single  federal  enactment  and  a  federal  department  of  insurance 
will  govern  and  regulate  that  business  throughout  the  whole  of  the  United 
States.  To  us  in  Canada,  1914  does  not  seem  so  far  away  as  it  may  to  you,  since 
for  the  long  term  of  the  war,  our  activities  and  even  our  interests  in  subjects 
which  were  not  directly  connected  with  that  great  struggle  were  largely  suspend- 
ed and  so  I  venture  to  refer  to  an  address  on  the  subj  ect  of  federal  supervision 
of  life  insurance,  delivered  at  Dallas,  Texas,  on  October  9th,  1914,  before 
the  legal  section  of  the  American  Life  Convention,  by  the  Honourable  Dan.  W. 
Sims,  at  that  time  General  Counsel  of  the  Lafayette  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  Lafayette,  Indiana.  I  have  recently  re-read  that  address  and  desire  to  say 
that  in  my  opinion,  it  states  with  astonishing  accuracy  in  its  attempt  to  fore- 
cast the  result  of  the  introduction  of  federal  supervision  of  insurance  in  the 
United  States  what  actually  occurred  in  the  history  of  insurance  supervision 
in  Canada. 

Depaktmental  Inspections  and  Reports 
"Inspection  of  the  financial  affairs  of  insurance  companies  in  Canada  has 
been  very  strict  and  minute  both  by  Dominion  and  provincial  departments. 
The  insurers  return  annually  to  the  respective  departments  to  which  they  are 
responsible,  detailed  statements  of  their  affairs  in  form  very  similar  to  those 
statements  which  are  rendered  to  your  departments  by  companies  operating 
in  your  States.  These  statements  are,  at  the  present  time,  made  upon  a  cash 
basis  as  distinct  from  a  revenue  basis.  In  this  respect  as  you  know,  the  British 
practice  differs  from  that  of  the  United  States  departments  and  Canada 
has  in  this  instance  followed  the  precedent  set  by  your  departments.  There 
has,  recently,  however,. been  some  discussion  of  the  advisability  of  transferring 
the  statements  to  a  revenue  basis  rather  than  a  cash  basis  and  there  is  a  sug- 
gestion that  the  Canadian  departments  may,  in  the  near  future,  convert  their 
requirements  to  accord  with  the  British  practice. 

"Every  domestic  company  operating  in  Canada  is  visited  annually  by 
inspectors  of  the  department  to  which  it  is  responsible  and  the  annual  state- 
ments submitted  by  the  company  are  verified  in  detail  by  the  inspector  an- 
nually. 

"You  are  familiar  with  the  annual  reports  issued  by  the  Canadian  depart- 
ments which  give  in  a  form  very  similar  to  that  of  the  reports  published  by 
the  United  States  departments,  details  of  the  affairs  of  the  companies.  The 
chief  difference  is  that  the  figures  of  the  companies  exhibited  in  these  reports 
have  been  verified  and  checked  before  publication  by  the  department. 

"As  previously  explained,  all  foreign  companies  are  at  the  present  time 
required  to  apply  for  entrance  to  Canada  through  Dominion  authority  and  it  is 
a  statutory  requirement  that  all  foreign  companies  licensed  by  the  Minister 
should  keep  assets  in  Canada  either  on  deoosit  with  the  department  or  in  the 
hands  of  trustees  for  the  protection  of  Canadian  policy  holders  sufficient  to 
provide  in  the  case  of  life  insurance  companies  the  full  legal  reserve  on  Canadian 
policies  and  in  the  case  of  other  classes  of  insurance  the  full  reinsurance  reserve 
for  Canadian  policies.  This  greatly  simplifies  the  department's  duties  of 
supervision  of  the  solvency  of  foreign  insurers  since,  in  the  main,  it  merely 
requires  to  verify  and  approve  the  assets  held  in  Canada. 

Uniformity  of  Provincial  Statutes 

"I  should  mention  the  fact  that  there  is  already  a  considerable  degree  of 
uniformity  in  the  insurance  statutes  of  the  provinces  arising  from  the  fact 
that  the  Ontario  Act  has  formed  the  basis  for  the  drafting  of  the  Insurance 
Acts  of  most  of  the  provinces  and  many  of  its  provisions  have  been  copied 
by  other  provinces  in  the  exact  form  in  which  they  appear  in  the  Ontario  Act. 
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"Efforts  to  secure  greater  uniformity  throughout  Canada  are  being  very 
energetically  pressed  both  by  the  Association  of  Provincial  Superintendents 
of  Insurance  and  also  by  an  organization  which  is  of  great  importance  and  in- 
fluence in  Canadian  affairs  known  as  the  Conference  of  Commissioners  on 
Uniformity  of  Legislation.  This  last  mentioned  body  is  composed  of  three 
prominent  members  of  the  Bar  of  each  province,  appointed  by  the  Provincial 
Governments.  Its  duties  include  the  actual  drafting  of  statutes  for  enact- 
ment in  identical  form  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces.  In  so  far  as  insur- 
ance is  concerned,  their  work  is  largely  in  prospect.  They  have  for  three  years 
been  engaged  in  drafting  a  Model  Fire  Insurance  Policy  Act  to  contain  standard 
statutory  fire  insurance  policy  conditions.  The  work  on  this  Act  was  com- 
pleted at  their  meeting  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  month.  Their 
final  recommendations  are  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Association  of  Superinten- 
dents which  meets  next  week  in  Quebec  City,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
result  will  enable  the  submission  of  this  statute  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
provinces  at  their  next  sessions  in  substitution  for  the  existing  provincial  enact- 
ments on  this  subject. 

"Another  work  of  similar  purpose  which  was  initiated  by  the  Ontario 
Department  was  the  draft  of  a  Model  Act  respecting  Contracts  of  Life  In- 
surance which  in  addition  to  prescribing  uniform  conditions  in  regard  to  life 
Insurance  contracts,  endeavours  to  secure  the  codification  of  the  existing 
law  respecting  life  insurance  contracts  throughout  the  provinces.  This  work 
was  also  reviewed  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  on  Uniformity 
of  Legislation,  and  will  be  considered  by  the  Association  of  Superintendents 
at  its  meeting  next  week,  when  I  am  confident  that  substantial  progress  will 
be  made.  It  will,  of  course,  be  necessary  to  give  another  year  of  effort  to  per- 
fecting its  form  before  submission  to  the  legislatures. 

Insurance  Costs  and  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Bureaus 
"  The  subject  of  insurance  costs  in  Canada  or  regulation  of  insurance 
premium  rates  has  not  yet  been  the  subject  of  legislation  in  any  part  of  Can- 
ada. There  have  been  Royal  Commissions  appointed  from  time  to  time  which 
investigated  this  subject  and  made  recommendations.  In  particular,  a  recent 
commission  in  Ontario  reported  certain  definite  recommendations  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Legislature  with  regard  to  fire  insurance  rating  bureaus 
in  which  I  think  you  may  be  interested.  The  report  of  that  Commission  is  to 
be  considered  by  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session  and  it  is  too  soon  to  predict 
whether  or  not  the  report  of  this  Commission  will  be  accepted.  At  any  rate 
it  advises  against  governmental  interference  with  rate  making  except  to  the 
following  extent:  that  it  is  proposed  that  every  rate-making  bureau  should 
file  its  constitution,  with  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  be  subject 
to  inspection  by  him  in  the  same  manner  as  insurance  companies  now  are; 
that  such  a  rating  bureau  shall  not  be  required  by  law  to  file  its  schedule 
of  rates  or  any  specific  rate  as  a  preliminary  to  the  placing  of  insurance  but  that 
the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  be  empowered  on  written  complaint  by  the 
insured,  or  on  his  motion,  to  require  the  bureau  to  file  details  showing  how  a 
particular  rate  is  made  up,  and  any  other  information  which  he  deems  neces- 
sary or  desirable.  It  proposes  the  prohibition  of  any  rate  which  discriminates 
unfairly  between  risks  of  essentially  the  same  hazard.  For  the  purpose  of  exer- 
cising this  authority,  the  Superintendent  is  proposed  to  be  given  the  power 
on  written  complaint  or  on  his  own  motion  to  review  any  rate  fixed  by  the  bur- 
eau for  insurance  of  property  within  the  province,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  the  same  is  discriminatory  with  power  to  the  Superintendent 
to  order  the  cancellation  of  the  rate  for  that  cause.  It  is  further  proposed  to 
empower  the  Superintendent  to  enquire  into  any  other  question  which  either 
the  insured,  the  insuring  company  or  the  rating  bureau  may  bring  before  him 
both  as  to  whether  a  rate  is  unjust  apart  from  discrimination  and  also  in  re- 
gard to  any  other  question  arising  from  the  relationship  of  the  parties  in  refer- 
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ence  to  the  insurance  in  question.  But  in  the  exercise  of  this  power,  the 
Superintendent  is  not  to  make  any  order  but  rather  to  act  like  a  board  of  con- 
ciliation affording  an  opportunity  to  both  parties  to  explain  and  exploit  their 
points  of  view.  The  facts  and  findings  of  the  Superintendent  are  to  be  reported 
and  stated  by  him  in  his  Annual  Report  leaving  to  the  Legislature  the  remedy 
of  any  failure  which  the  evidence  so  accumulated  may  indicate  to  be  necessary. 

Life  Insurance 

'  I  wish  to  give  you  as  briefly  as  possible  a  few  of  the  outstanding  facts 
with  regard  to  the  insurance  business  generally  in  Canada  as  it  touches  the 
question  of  supervision.  As  to  life  insurance,  one  naturally  puts  first  the  re- 
markable record  that  no  Canadian  life  insurance  company  has  failed  or  been 
wound  up  under  circumstances  involving  loss  to  policy  holders.  I  think  this 
is  a  remarkable  record  for  more  than  fifty  years  of  insurance  experience  and 
it  does  I  believe,  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  insurance  supervision  of  the 
Canadian  departments,  particularly  the  Dominion  department.  Canadian 
life  insurance  companies  are,  we  believe,  a  credit  to  Canada  generally  and  they 
are  receiving  a  constantly  greater  measure  of  public  confidence  and  support 
both  within  Canada  and  beyond  its  limits. 

"It  is  an  item  worthy  of  note  that  their  business  has  been  confined  almost 
entirely  to  Ordinary  life  insurance.  Only  one  Canadian  old  line  company 
is  engaged  in  the  business  of  Industrial  life  insurance,  that  is,  the  London 
Life  Insurance  Company.  With  this  exception,  the  field  of  Industrial  life 
insurance  has  been  left  entirely  open  to  the  great  American  companies,  chiefly 
the  Prudential  and  the  Metropolitan.  The  business  of  these  companies  in 
Canada  has  reached  comparatively  large  proportions. 

Fraternal  Insurance 
"Fraternal  life  insurance  in  Canada  has  had  a  most  interesting  history. 
Beginning  in  its  early  days  with  an  entire  freedom  from  regulation,  on  the  old 
assessment  system,  it  has  had  its  time  of  disillusionment  when  the  inexorable 
laws  of  mortality  have  made  their  operation  evident.  Following  the  volun- 
tary readjustment  of  many  of  the  societies  there  has  come  the  legislative 
requirement  of  adequate  rates  and  recently  a  provision  for  compulsory  re- 
adjustment of  these  societies  to  a  proper  basis  of  actuarial  solvency.  Last 
year  there  was  enacted  in  Ontario  a  law  which  we  believe  will  have  an  extremely 
important  influence  in  finally  correcting  the  basis  and  methods  of  f aternal  life 
insurance  and  accomplishing  it  upon  a  basis  which  provides  reasonable  elasti- 
city for  the  special  circumstances  which  surround  the  business  of  fraternal 
insurance.  In  a  few  words,  its  provisions  may  be  summarized  as  follows: — 
The  society  is  required  by  law  to  employ  a  duly  qualified  actuary  of  its  own 
choosing.  That  actuary  is  required  to  file  with  the  department  of  insurance 
an  annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  society.  Where  cir- 
cumstances admit,  he  is  also  required  to  file  a  declaration  that,  in  his  opinion, 
the  rates  of  the  society  and  its  assets  in  hand  adequately  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment at  maturity  of  its  contracts  of  insurance.  If  the  society's  actuary  is 
unable  to  file  such  a  declaration,  provision  is  made  for  a  request  by  the  Minister 
for  a  re-adjustment  of  the  rates  of  contribution  or  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  benefits  to  provide  with  reasonable  certainty  for  the  payment  of  its  con- 
tracts at  maturity.  If  the  society  fails  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
department  for  such  a  re-adj  ustment  by  its  own  motion,  there  is  provision  in  the 
statute  for  the  appointment  of  are-adjustment  committee  of  three  persons 
properly  qualified  who  are  given  authority  to  investigate  the  society  and  submit 
recommendations  for  such  a  re-adjustment  as  the  committee  thinks  neces- 
sary, which  re-adjustment  is  by  statute  automatically  imposed  upon  the 
society  and  made  a  part  of  its  constitution  and  rules.  Thus  there  is  combined 
with  reasonable  freedom  and  free  will,  that  supporting  authority  for  the  execu- 
tive and  management  of  the  society  which  will  enable  it  to  secure  the  attain- 
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ment  of  an  actuarial  basis  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

"In  the  year  1919  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  was  amended  so  as  to  re- 
quire Fraternal  Societies  licensed  by  the  Dominion  to  bring  their  entire  busi- 
ness to  an  actuarially  solvent  basis  before  1925. 

Fire  Insurance 

"  The  business  of  fire  insurance  in  Canada  is  conducted,  as  you  know 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  United  States.  The  companies  are  operated 
on  the  same  agency  system  as  are  your  companies  here,  and  there  has  been 
the  same  difficulty  to  contend  with  in  the  matter  of  the  control  by  the  agents 
of  the  policy  of  the  companies  and  of  the  cost  of  doing  business  to  which  your 
companies  are  subject.  The  departments  of  insurance  are  not  satisfied  and 
probably  will  never  be  satisfied  with  the  expense  ratio  of  the  fire  insurance 
companies  which  they  regard  as  unnecessarily  high,  but  these  conditions  are 
recognized  to  be  the  result  of  economic  forces  and  it  is  to  the  influence  of  counter 
forces  of  similar  application  that  we  look  for  their  remedy. 

"Also  our  companies  experience  an  abnormally  high  loss  ratio.  This 
is  doubtless  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  we  are  a  new  country  in  which  construc- 
tion of  buildings  and  equipment  of  fire  protection  have  the  same  faults  as  in 
any  other  new  country.  These  conditions  are,  however,  being  slowly  corrected. 

"The  fixing  and  control  of  fire  insurance  rates  is  probably  better  co- 
ordinated in  Canada  than  in  the  United  States.  The  managers  of  the  com- 
panies carrying  on  business  throughout  Canada  form  a  very  considerable 
and  influential  group  in  all  the  local  underwriters'  boards  and  their  influence 
has  made  for  uniformity  and  consistency  in  schedules  and  rates.  The  under 
writers'  associations  are,  of  course,  the  objects  of  public  suspicion  and  criti- 
cism, but  they  have,  nevertheless,  done  much  to  introduce  methods  of  scienti- 
fic rating  and  to  secure  fair  and  general  application  of  rating  principles  and 
schedules. 

"Mutual  insurance  has  not  fulfilled  its  complete  possibilities  for  regulation 
of  insurance  costs  or  prevention  of  fire  losses  in  Canada.  One  of  the  chief 
reasons  for  this  seems  to  me  to  be  that  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  is  adapted 
chiefly  to  the  joint  stock  company  plan  of  insurance  and  very  little  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  constitution  and  operations  of  mutual  insurance.  There 
has  been  a  definite  policy  followed  by  the  Dominion  department  of  endeavour- 
ing to  run  all  classes  of  insurance  and  insurer  through  the  stock  company 
mould  and  I  think  the  present  situation  in  the  insurance  business  in  Canada 
evidences  the  fact  that  this  cannot  be  achieved.  Witness  the  fact  that  all  of 
the  large  mutual  insurance  corporations  of  the  United  States  other  than  life 
insurance  are  not  licensed  in  Canada  and  in  my  view  cannot  be  licensed  under 
the  present  form  of  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  without  violating  both  the 
law  and  the  spirit  of  their  constitutions.  The  well  known  New  England  Fac- 
tory Mutuals  which  carry  insurance  on  Canadian  manufacturing  plants  of" 
an  amount  of  approximately  $400,000,000  are  not  licensed  in  Canada  at  all, 
and  their  business  is  conducted  in  Canada  outside  the  provisions  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Insurance  Act  of  the  Dominion  and  under  the  handicap  in  regard 
to  solicitation  of  business  which  the  Dominion  imposes.  This  is  the  fact 
notwithstanding  a  continuous  struggle  ever  since  Confederation  to  preserve 
the  separate  character  of  mutual  insurance  under  the  Dominion  law.  Except 
in  regard  to  mutual  life  insurance  in  which  the  legal  reserve  on  individual 
policies  creates  special  conditions,  the  Dominion  Act  has  overthrown  or  ignored 
the  principles  of  mutual  insurance. 

Casualty  Insurance 
"I  do  not  think  that  there  is  anything  in  the  business  of  the  casualty  in- 
surance companies  in  Canada  which  calls  for  special  mention  at  this  time 
except  the  class  of  employers'  liability  insurance.  In  nearly  every  province 
in  the  Dominion  there  have  been  established  systems  of  workmens'  compen- 
sation under  the  administration  of  boards  appointed  by  the  governments. 
S.I.R.  27 
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These  systems  are  compulsory  but  self-sustaining  and  have  resulted  in  entirely 
excluding  casualty  insurance  companies  from  this  large  field  of  insurance 
business. 

"The  thing  chiefly  notable  about  automobile  insurance  in  Canada  is  that 
there  are  no  limitations  upon  the  classes  of  cover  which  a  company  licensed 
to  do  automobile  insurance  may  issue.  The  same  comprehensive  policy  may 
be  issued  covering  fire  insurance,  transportation,  collision  and  theft  of  a  motor 
car  and  the  same  policy  may  insure  the  owner  against  public  liability,  employ- 
ers' liability  and  personal  accident.  My  information  is  that  most  United 
States  companies  are  incapable  of  writing  both  fire  and  casualty  insurance 
in  the  same  policy.  This  has  seemed  to  me  a  most  unfortunate  and  unreason- 
able disability  and  one  which  has  retarded  the  proper  development  of  the 
business  of  automobile  insurance  in  America.  We  in  Canada  are  looking  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  forms  of  automobile  insurance  cover,  automobile  in- 
surance premium  rates,  and  automobile  policy  conditions  can  be  simplified 
and  standardized.  In  endeavouring  to  attain  these  results  due  regard  has 
been  had  to  the  desirability  of  avoiding  any  handicap  on  United  States  com- 
panies carrying  on  business  in  Canada  but  even  this  important  consideration 
must  not  be  allowed  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  business  of  domestic 
companies  along  safe,  scientific  and  conservative  lines. 

"Standard  automobile  policy  conditions  are  being  considered  by  the  Con- 
ference of  Superintendents  of  Insurance  this  year.  A  considerable  amount 
of  very  careful  work  has  already  been  done  in  the  drafting  and  revising  of 
these  conditions.  In  general  the  proposed  conditions  follow  the  plan  of  the 
New  York  standard  conditions  except  that  they  are  being  adapted  to  a  com- 
prehensive policy  form." 

Mr.  Gray  concluded  with  some  brief  references  to  the  usefulness  of  co- 
operation between  United  States  and  Canadian  insurance  departments.

Report  of  Select  Committee  on  Insurance 

Extract  from  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
Ontario,  February  21st,  1922 

Mr.  Raney,  fromi  tShe  Special  Committee  appointed  during  the  Session 
of  1921  to  consider  a  proposed  revision  and  consolidation  of  Ontario  Insur- 
ance law,  presented  their  Report  which  was  read  as  follows  and  adopted : — 

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1921,  on  Motion  of  Mr.  Raney,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Drury,  it  was 

ORDERED,  "  That  the  following  members  compose  a  Select  Committee 
to  consider  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Com- 
mission (the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Masitem),  a  proposed  revision  and  consolida- 
tion of  Ontario  insurance  llaw  to  be  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Insur- 
ance, any  other  suggested  amendments,  and  generally  to  consider  and  recom- 
mend to  the  House  what,  if  any,  amendments  should  be  made  to  the  law 
relating  to  insurance,  and  that  the  Committee  (be  empowered  to  sit  during  the 
recess  and  report  to  the  House  at  the  next  session  thereof: — Messieurs  Drury, 
Raney,  Smith,  Curry,  Rollo,  Sinclair,  Hay,  Ferguson,  Henry,  Pinard, 
Tolmie,  Ross  (Kingston)  and  Watson. " 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  instructions  your  Committee  beg  leave  to 
report  that  twenty-one  sessions  were  held  on  fifteen  different  days  during 
the  months  of  December,  1921,  January  and  February,  1922.  All  of  these 
sessions  of  the  Committee  with  the  exception  of  three  were  open  to  the  pub- 
lic and  notices  of  each  meeting  were  sent  out  by  the  secretary  to  all  Insurance 
Companies,  associated  interests,  and  other  persons  who  asked  to  be  notified. 

The  Department  of  Insurance  had  prepared  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee  a  general  revision  and  consolidation  of  The  Ontario  Insurance 
Act  and  amendments  thereto.  It  was  felt,  however,  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  consider  the  whole  revision  before  the  opening  of  the  present  session 
and  on  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  the  Committee  con- 
centrated its  attention  on  the  parts  of  the  revision,  which  are  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  bills  hereinafter  referred  to. 
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Information  received  by  the  Committee  tended  to  show  that  the  premium 
rates  being  charged  by  the  associated  fire  Insurance  Companies  for  the  insur- 
ance otf  private  dwellings  and  their  contents  in  the  protected  cities  and  towns 
of  Ontario  were  higher  than  necessary.  This  information  was  that  for  a 
considerable  term  of  years  the  actual  loss  experienced  by  the  fire  Insurance 
Companies  on  private  dwellings  and  contents  in  Ontario  was  approximately 
thirty  per  cent,  of  the  premiums  collected  from  insured  persons;  also  that 
comparison  of  the)  rates  charged  in  Ontario  cities  and  towns  with  the  rates 
charged  for  similar  risjks  by  the  same  companies  in  the  cities  and  towns  of 
New  York  State  and  elsewhere,  showed  the  Ontario  rates  much  higher. 
Comparing  the  rates  charged  in  the  City  of  Toronto  with  the  rates  charged 
in  the  cities  of  Buffalo,  Rochester,  iSyiracuse,  Cleveland  and  Detroit  it  was 
found  that  the  Toronto  rates  were  in  the  approximate  proportion  of  fifty  to 
thirty  or  thirty-five.  The  reply  of  the  Canadian  Fire  Underwriters'  Asjsocia- 
tion  to  these  representations1  did  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  satis- 
factorily explain  the  discrepancies  referred  to  or  the  high  charges  made  in 
Ontario.  A  suggestion  was  made  that  the  fire  losses  in  Ontario  were  sub- 
stantially higher  than  in  the  other  places  quoted  by  way  of  comparison  but 
no  evidence  was  adduced.  The  Committee  considered  that  the  greater  rates 
charged  in  Ontario  cities  and  towns  could  only  be  justified  by  s|ome  one  or 
other,  or  all,  of  the  following  causes: 

First :  Lack  of  adequate  fire  protection. 

Second:  Inferior  class  of  building  and  fire  resisting  construction. 

Third:  greater  carelessness. 

Fourth :  greater  incendiarism. 

There  was  no  evidence  that  any  one  or  other  of  these  causes  existed.  Figures 
showing  a  greater  per  capita  fire  loss  in  Canada  than  in  the  United  States 
were  submitted,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  pio  evidence  was  submitted  as  to 
the  comparative  amounts  of  insured  property  per  capita  in  Canada  and  in 
the  United  States,  it  did  not  appear  that  these  figures  had  any  relation  to  the 
question  of  rates  or  cost  of  insurance.  The  'Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that,  the  replies  submitted  by  the  Canadian  Fire  Underwriters'  Association 
are  not  satisfactory;  that  the  Underwriters  should  further  consider  the  matter 
of  insurance  rates  for  private  dwellings  and  contents  in  protected  cities  and 
towns  of  Ontario,  to  the  end  that  some  further  reduction  be  made;  that  in 
the  meantime,  no  recommendation  should  be  made  of  any  legislation  touch- 
ing this  particular  matter. 

The  Committee  has,  however,  recommended  certain  provisions  of  a  general 
character  bearing  on  the  general  subject  of  fire  insurance  costs  in  Ontario 
in  the  Bills  submitted  herewith,  namely:  First,  a  requirement  that  the  com- 
panies should  keep  regular  and  systematic  records  of  premiums  and]  losses  • 
according  to  a  classification  approved  by  the  Department  of  Insurance  and 
make  those  records  available  for  examination.  Second,  provision  for  enquiry 
by  the  Superintendent  Of  Insurance  into  matters  of  public  interest  affecting 
fire  insurance  rates  and  costs;  and,  Third,  provision  for  the  encouragement  of 
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competition  for  insurance  by  providing  for  tlie  organization  and  licensing  of 
reciprocal  insurance  exchanges.  These  and  other  provisions  will  be  found  in 
the  Bills  submitted  herewith. 

The  Committee,  during  the  whole  discussion  on  insurance  and  after  hear- 
ing the  Canadian  Mre,  Underwriters'  Association,  were  impressed  with  the 
great  importance  of  reducing  fire  Waisfte  by  adequate  means  for  fire  prevention. 
The  Commissioner  stated  in  his  report  that  "if  the  fire  loss  could  be  cut  in 
half  there  would  be  an  immediate  saving  to  the  people  of  Ontario  of  from 
four  to  six  millions  of  dollars  per  annum/'  The  Committee  believe  that  aside 
from  all  other  considerations  the  burden  of  fire  insurance  premiums  can  be 
materially  reduced  b\j  the  adoption  of  fire  prevention  methods  calculated  to 
reduce  the  fire  loss  within  the  Province. 

Your  Committee  (has  unanimously  decided  to  embody  its  recommendations 
in  six  Bills  which  will  be  duly  brought  before  the  House  and  which  are  en- 
titled as  follows: 


BILL:  An  Act  respecting  Automobile  Insurance: 

Note:  This  Act  prescribes  statutory  conditions  for  automobile  policies 
upon  a  plan  similar  to  that  already  provided  for  fire  insurance 
policies.  In  the  drafting,  the  Committee  had  the  assistance  of  the 
associated  Superintendents  of  Insurance  for  all  the  provinces,  The 
Ontario  Motor  League,  The  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  and  associated 
Insurance  Companies.  The  form  submitted  herewith  is  that  agreed 
upon  with  the  Committee  by  representatives  of  all  these  interests. 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  secure  the  adoption  of  these  conditions 
in  identical  form  by  the  other  provincels. 


BILL :  An  Act  respecting  Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance : 

Note:  The  statutory  conditions  of  this  Act  have  also  been  agreed  upon 
by  the  associated  (Superintendents  of  Insurance  and  by  the  associa- 
ted Insurance  Companies, 


BILL:  An  Act  respecting  Reciprocal  or  Inter-Insurance. 

Note:  This  Act  is  recommended  and  provides  for  the  organization  and 
licensing  of  &  form  of  mutual  insurance  known  as  Reciprocal  or 
Inter-Insurance.  Its  provisions  are  substantiality  the  slame  as  those 
of  Bill  137  of  last  session,  consideration  of  which  was  deferred 
pending  a  reference  to  this  Committee. 
S.I.R.  30 
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BILL:  An  Act  respecting  Insurance  Agents,  Brokers  and  Adjusters: 

Note :  This  Act  is  the  result  of  the  investigation  by  the  'Committee  of 
the  operation  of  the  existing  insurance  agents'  licensing  system. 
The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  have  been  approved  by 
representatives  of  the  associated,  insurance  agents  and  asisociate'd 
Insurance  Companies  and  are  in  agreement  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Masiten,  Insurance  Commissioner. 

BILL:  An  Act  respecting  Insurance  Rating  Bureaus: 

Note:  This  Act  incorporates  the  recommendations  of  the  Honourable 
Mr.  Justice  Maisten,  Insurance  Commissioner. 

BILL:  An  Act  to  Amend  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act: 

Note:    This    Bill    contains   some    general    amendments    to    the  existing 
Ontario  Insurance  Act  relating  to  the  following  subjects: 
Old  age  insurance  by  fraternal  societies. 
General  penalties. 
Underwriters'  agencies. 
Valuation  of  life  insurance  contracts.
